SUICIDE OF AN OLD HONGKONG. 
CONSTABLE IN SPDNEP.

A few days ago we ‘notified the suicide In 
Sydney of John Roy, at one time a member of 
the Hongkong Police Force and afterwards a 
Woardmaster In the Government Civit Hospital.
